A PLEA FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS 





Dear Evangel readers, as I begin 
this article I think of its importance 


and you to whom it is addressed. It 
is important because of the great 
need of our foreign neighbors and our 
privilege and power to help them. 
Many of you who will read this are 
my personal acquaintances and have 
been informed of my stay on the mis 
sion field a part of two years. The 
longer I stayed on the mission fiela 
the more I saw and felt the need of 
mission work. I had no dream of a 
man calling me over to his place to 
help them, but wide awake I saw their 
need and heard their call for help. 
Since I came back to the States Sister 
Phife of Cat Island wrote me to pleaa 
for financial aid for them. She wrotw, 
“Brother Auten, I am writing you be 
cause you know our need.” Yes, a. 
most two years I studied them. Belov- 
ed, should we help these who call up- 
on us for help? We are told to be fol- 
lowers of God. He helps those who cal) 
upon Him for help. Then to follow 
Him we will help them. Christ com- 
missioned the Church to go into al! 
the world and preach and teach all 
nations the gospel. Matt. 28:19, «av. 
Then as Paul asked, How can they 
preach except they be sent? Rom. 
10:15. Many other Scriptures of pre- 
cept and example teach us that we 
ought to give to the foreign mission 
cause. 

I notice some statistics. The Seventh 
Day Adventists in one year gave 
on an average of nearly twenty-two 
dollars per member. Some other de- 
nominations that year gave on an 
average of nearly three dollars per 
member. I do not know how much we 
the Church of God members gave that 
year but we the Church of God who 
have the gospel, the highest standara 
of religion, to whom the commission 
was given, last year gave on an av- 
erage per person the small amount of 
a little over nine cents (less than a 
dime). I am acquainted with a large 
church, yes, a Church of God, whose 
members spent money for ice cream 
and similar things and gave nothing 
to foreign missions. This happenea 
last year. We know we ought to give 
to the foreign mission cause, and the 
reason we do not give as we ought Is 





because so much is given to other 
things, and some of these things not 
necessities of life. If we would give 
on an average of five cents per member 
each month, we would give approxi- 
mately fifteen thousand dollars an- 
nually. I believe if our leaders—over- 
seers and pastors—had this work at 
heart as we ought, by preaching ana 
teaching foreign missions we coulda 
raise the five cents per member eacn 
month. Fellow ministers, let us show 
ourselves interested in this worthy 
cause. 

I am faithfully yours for the aa-

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WHAT IS THE USE 
OF SPEAKING 
IN TONGUES 


“In the spirit he speak- 
eth mysteries” 


J. A. Bixler 





The fourteenth chapter of 1st Cor- 
inthians is a wonderful diamond that 
has been overlooked by a great many 
in the church. People have thought 
that it was a valueless stone but it 
has turned out to be a precious dia- 
mond. There are many people who 
would prefer that this important chap- 
ter of forty verses were not in the 
Bible. They say they do not under- 
stand it and they do not want to. We 
read in the 37th verse, “If any man 
think himself to be a prophet, or spir- 
itual, let him acknowledge that the 
things that I write unto you are the 
commandments of the Lord.” 

Some ask, “DOES NOT THE BIBLE 
STATE THAT TONGUES SHALL 
CEASE?” Suppose you have a son in 
a foreign land and get letters from 
him. How you value those letters. You 
read them over and over. By and by 
the son comes home and you do not 
read the letters. Why? Because your 
son has come and he speaks for him- 
self, face to @ with you. We speak 
in another view e nw to our Father. 
We have wérfderful communication 
with Him but'the time is coming when 
we shall speak face to face with Him 
and then tongues will vanish away. 
Why? Because we shall have such 
wonderful supernatural knowledge we 
shall not need the Word of knowledge. 

There are three statements of 
Paul’s inthis chapter that I would 
like to emphasize. First, “I WOULD 
THAT YE ALL SPAKE WITH 
TONGUES.” second, “I THANK MY 
GOD I SPEAK IN TONGUES MORE 
THAN YE ALL;” third, “WHERE- 
FORE, BRETHREN, COVET TO 
PHOPHESY, AND FORBID NOT TO 
SPEAK WITH TONGUES.” 


This chapter was written with two 
objects in view. The first to regulate 
the gifts of speaking in tongues and 
prophesying, and the second to teach 
them usefulness, not to have a good 
time themselves at the expense of 
others in the church. 

First, Paul expresses a distinct 
wish, “I would that ye all spake with 
tongues.” He knew the value of such 
speaking. 

Second, He further says, I thank 
my God I speak in TONGUES MORE 
THAN YOU ALL. Paul knew what he 
was saying. He was not given to ex- 
aggeration. He says in another place, 


\I glory in the cross. Gal. 6:14. What 


was the cross? In some parts of this 
country felons are executed in the 
electric chair. In other parts they use 
the hangman’s rope. If any friend of 
ours is put in the electric chair or 
goes to the hangman’s rope we are 
not inclined to boast about it. We fee) 
it is a disgrace. Felons were crucified 
in the days of Paul. It was the lowest, 
meanest form of death. Christ suffered 
a felon’s death. When Paul said, I 
glory in the eréss, he took upon him- 
self the shame of the cross in a meas- 
ure. He ‘knew the preaching of the 
cross to many was just foolishness but 
he says, “UNTO US WHICH ARE 
SAVED IT IS THE POWER OF 
GOD.” 1 Cor, 1:18, and so he glorified 
in that which was a great reproach. 
Now he goes a step farther. He 
thanks God he speaks in tongues more 
than they all. He glories in the speak- 
ing of an unknown tongue. A preacher 
once said that when he first went to 
a Pentecostal meeting he would look 
up and down the road to see if there 
was anybody watching him. He felt 
ashamed of associating with such de- 
spised people. I do not see any need of 
apologizing when we are in the same 
order as people like Paul and Peter 
and John and Mary the mother of Je- 
sus. When Paul says that he thanks 
God that he speaks in TONGUES

WHAT IS THE USE 
OF SPEAKING 
IN TONGUES 


(Continued from page one) 





more than all, I do not think we 
should be ashamed if we are doing 
the same thing he did. 

Third, “FORBID NOT TO SPEAK 
WITH TONGUES.” We Pentecostal 
people are the only body that forbids 
not to speak with tongues in our as- 
semblies. In every other place they 
will turn you out if you start to speak 
in tongues. 

WHAT ARE THE ADVANTAGES 

OF SPEAKING IN TONGUES 

First, “He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God: for no man understand- 
eth him; howbeit in the spirit he 
speaketh mysteries.” If you were in- 
vited to go to Washington to confer 
with Mr. Hoover you would consider 
it a great honor to have an interview 
with the president of the greatest re- 
public in the world. You may not be 
invited to Washington, but you have 
the prfvilege to have an interview with 
and speak unto God. What are we to 
talk about? We have it here, “In the 
spirit he speaketh mysteries,” 


Rotherham translates this, “He is 
speaking sacred secrets.” In Heb. 
10:19 we read, “Having therefore, 


brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus.” We 
have here two ideas. Knit them to- 
gether and you will see it is our priv- 
ilege to speak sacred mysteries, with 
freedom of speech to utter them in the 
holiest place. We speak not unto men 
but unto God. What are we speaking? 
We are speaking sacred secrets with 
an absent LOVER that our natural 
mind or understanding is not allowed 
to enter into or grasp. 

The idea conveyed here is that it is 
a language used in initiation into a 
secret society, a spiritual language for 
a spiritual purpose. In most all fra- 
ternities or lodges there is a language 
used called a religious language that 
aman must not tell outside the lodge, 
not even to his wife. It is a language 
used and preserved entirely for the 
lodge. It is a secret sacred to them. 
The same thought is conveyed here 
that when God gives a man a new 
tongue He gives him something the 
natural man cannot fathom. It is just 
wonderful. Have you experienced it? 
DO YOU KNOW WHAT IT MEANS 
TO SPEAK TO GOD OF THE THINGS 
OF GOD? God has put His Spirit 
within and the Spirit is craving and 
longing to answer back to God in a 
language fit for God and fit for heav- 
en and God in His wonderful con- 
descension comes upon one by the 


or as| 





Holy Spirit and takes out that which 
He puts in. 

Second, “He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue edifieth himself.” He 
gets a spiritual tonic. Certain folks 
go to a doctor and pay him three dol- 
lars and get a bottle of tonic. After 
they have drunk it they are frequently 
worse than better. I know a real tonic 
for the body. It is to take the life of 
the Lord for your body. We need a 
spiritual tonic and the Lord has pro- 
vided this means that as we speak 
in the UNKNOWN TONGUE TO GOD 
WE ARE BUILT UP IN OUR SPIR- 
ITUAL LIFE. This is a means of mak- 
ing us strong in the Lord and in the 
power of His might. 

Third, when interpretations ac- 
company the speaking in tongues it 
edifies the church. It provides build- 
ing material, the gold and silver, and 
precious stones referred to in 1 Cor. 
3:12. 

Fourth, “Wherefore tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that believe, but to 
them that believe not.” 1 Cor. 14:22. 
Tongues are a sign to the unbeliever. 
There are many unbelievers, you have 
seen them I dare say. Time and again 
when God by His mighty Spirit comes 
upon an individual in an assembly 
perhaps speaking in tones of pathos 
or sympathy or it may be in the voice 
of the thunderings of Sinai, the un- 
saved man trembles. Men have been 
brought to repentance thru a message 
in a tongue which they have been able 
to recognize. 

Some people tell us they have sought 
and prayed and done many things but 
have not received the Holy Ghost. You 
may have gotten close to the blessing 
but you failed to go further. Water 
boils at 212 degrees Farenheit. You 
may put a bottle of water on to boil. 
The temperature may go up to 210 and 
the kettle sing but the water is not 
boiling. You may get the temperature 
to 211% and the water is still not 
boiling. The kettle is singing away 
all right but you have to wait until 
the water gets to 212 and then it 
boils. There is a mighty movement 
then and the lid begins to lift. It 1s 
just like this with the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. As we wait before God we 
become warmed by the fire within. As 
the power becomes stronger we feel 
that pressure must go off in steam 
and we have the speaking to the Lord 
in another tongue. If you are seeking 
the fullness of the Spirit, if you are 
up to 211% don’t stop, but tarry un- 
til you get to 212. Open your whole 
being to the Lord and He will flood 
you with His mighty power. *
